Id gpite, Itowevar, of all tbay have done against 
ns, we have recently found some pretended South- 
erners co-operating with them. There were seven 
Soutbemera— three from Maryland, one from Ten- 
nessee, and three from Kentucky— who, in the last 
Congress, stood hand in hand with these fanatics 
on the great question of dispute between the North 
and the South. Ricaud, Rarris and Davis, of 
Maryland; Bell, of Teoneasec; and Crittenden, Un- 
derwood and Marshall, of Kentucky, were tbe 
•even— their number correapouding to the seven 
years’ itch, tbe seven years' war and other omiu- 
ons sevens. All other Southerners in that Con- 
gress were with tbe South, but these seven ware 
with tbe Nortli.

It may now be proper to notice briefly a few of 
the authors quoted, or named by El 'v H. In 
quoting the Fathers, says Dv. Wall: pompous

(it the ((uestion. St. Paul mentions among the 
sins of the heathens, that they were full of dibatb, 
deceit, malignity. Rom. 1; 29. Supposing the 
case to be a.s stated, the arguuent of Maguire 
was a ruse of a craftv debater and nothing more, 
because it is in the face of the fact that'the Ro- 
man Catholic Church teaches, “any man, woman, 
or child, may baptize an infant in danger of death," 
and quotes the following text to prove it: “Ex- 
cept a man be born of water and the Holy Ghost, 
he cannot enter into the Kingdom of God.” John 
3: 5. Manual Catholic Piety, by Arch Bishop 
Hughes, p. 5. Tlie duty of baptizing infants, in 
ilauger of death, is bas^ bv the Roman Catholic 
Churcli on .5th v. 3d ch. of John, and not, as it has 
1 been argued by Priest Maguire, that it was not in 
tbe Bible. It is to be regretted that so staunch a 
ilible Christian as Elder H. should call upon a 
priest for help, by appeals to authors who con- 
tend against his doctrine. In column 2d Elder 
Ik says, “Dr. Wall, one of the most learned Epis- 
coealians that ever lived, in his ponderous tones 
deioted to inlant baptism, declares from all the 
Hglts ef learning that beamed upon him, that ia- 
fantbaptism was not ordained in the New Testa 
meni, but is an offshoot of a thing he calls pros- 
elyte baptism.” The same accusation was made 
by Mr Gale, and answered bv Dr. Wall — let the 
Doctor speak for himself. “He ( Mr. Gale * comes 
to me, knd after a smoothing compliment, he in 
the next words sets up against me one of the falsest 
accusatiens and most abominable calumnies 
that, in all the seventy years of my life, was ever 
thrown upon mcc bj any lewd, or slanderous 
tongue, or )ieii. lie makes me a teacher of false 
doctrine.s contrary to the principles of the church 
of which I am a member, and contrary to what I 
have always taught them, and contrarv to what I 
d^lare in many places of tbe book he had before 
him. A doctrine that was never jnaintained by 
any Chri»tian, (besides the anti-paido baptists 
themselves) but by some late papists; viz: ‘that 
I freely allow that it cannot be made to appear 
from tbe Scriptures that infanta are to be oap- 
tizei ’ — uncivil taunts and reproaches, unhand 
some and rude expression!, all thUe I count at noth- 
iny in comjHtrisonof this impudent slander." — Hist. 
Inf Bap. V. 4, p. 175, et infra. 

Closely allied to the above is an assertion in 
column two: “That the convocation of bishops 
and officers of tbe Episcopal church, known as 
the Church of England, indorsed this (Jewish 
proselyte baptism) as the entire elaim of infant 
baptism, and decreed Dr. Wall an ovation for 
having proved it.” The above extract is printed 
in capitals. ^ It contains several capital errors. 
First: Dr. Wall did not rest the entire claim of 
infant baptism on proselyte baptism, but on Scrip- 
ture, as the extract jnst quotea from him shows. 
Second: It was not tbe convocation of bishops, 
etc., but the loweb house that “ Ordered that the 
thanks of this house be given to Mr. Wall, Vicar 
of Shoreham, in Kent, for the learned and excel- 
lent book he hath lately written on infant bap- 
tism.” Vol. .3. p. vi., and vol. 4. p. 4. Wall’s Hist. 
Third: A vote of thanks for a learned and excel- 
lent book does not necessarily implv an indorse- 
ment of what is in the book; much less does it 
indorse what is not only not in the book, but con- 
trary to it.. 

.Again, Ejdcr U. .says “Dr. Wall thus acknowl- 
edges that infant baptism is not contained in the 
coinmis.sion, aud nearly all the Biblical learning 
ill the world is against Dr. Craik.” The extract 
iiuoted above from Dr. Wall may be a sufficient 
denial, but let Dr. Wall speak to* the point exact 
Iv. On p. 177, vol. 4, he complains that Mr. Gale 
does greatly misrepresent his book. I will refer 
to the places. On the text Matthew -iti: 19, all na- 
tions, Ac., I show that it ought to be understood 
of all the persons of which the nation ia com- 
posed in fants at well as their pirents; and do en- 
deavor to clear this sen.se from the evasions of the 
anti-pa-dobaptists.

Let Elder U. examine the last 
clause of the 27th article of religion, which savs 
"in fant haptisxn is moat ayretablt with the institu- 
tion of Christ." Let him also examine ibe Evan 
gelical denomination, and he will find in Metbo- 
dist discipline, p. lo7,line -"i, and in Confession of 
Faith, ch. 2’t, sec. 4, and in the prayer book, 
prayer before the baptismal formula, these words 
of the commission. Matthew Is: ly, Mark 16: 15 
quoted among other texts authorizing infant bap- 
tism. Among such a vast coBipany as this, com- 
po.sed of three denomination* extended ia every 
country of the world, aud embracing a large 
share of the learning of tbe present century, 
there is no occa.sion to be cast down by loneliiness 
or solitude. 'The declaration of Rider H. shows 
that he h^s paid more attention to Dr. C. than to 
the doctrine of the churches around him. 

Edder H.’s efforts will thu* assist in .securing for 
Dr. C.’s excellent sermons a more extensive field 
of usefulness. 

The following remarks of the Elder will show 
how he regards the piedo- baptists who appeal to 
the New Testament:

Fortunately he apprehended the cause 
and a]plied the usual remedies before the poison 
had thie to produce any very serions efl'ects. The 
actioi of the acid which is used to generate the 
gas ipoD the copper reservoir and pipes, forms 
veisigris, the snbacetate of cupper, in its efi'ects a 
V i/lent, escharutic poison. Cupper, in its uncum- 
hbed pure |tate, is perfectly inert, but the risk is 
Oo great to admit of its use in domestic economy, 
yrin the making of soda water, a drink so mneh 
used, particularly when the vessels are allowed to 
stand charged for a whole night, or even for a lon- 
ger time, as was the case above noted.

On 
the receipt of the dispatches, which are under- 
stood to relate to the division of the columns now 
on march, an express will be sent forward imme- 
diately to overtake the head quarters, which were 
last reported within 40 miles of Fort Kearney.

— The remains of Monroe 
were exhumed this morning, earlv, in the pres- 
ence of Goveraqr Wise, CoL Lee, Cols. Blarr and 
Bell, of Virginia, Mr. Monroe, a nephew of the 
deceased, and others. The coffiu was in an excel- 
lent state of preservation, and was removed to the 
Church of the Ascension. During the day flags 
were displayed on the public and other building.s, 
aud on the shipping at half-mast. Minute guns 
were tired from S o’clock until sundown. The 
bells sere tolled, and the proce.-ision passed down 
Knt^way at ^ past 4 o’clock. The bth regiment 
of National Greys, and a company of the diet reg 
iment, acted as escort. The procession was about 
a quarter of a mile long, and reached Leitz Hall 
at 'v^ past 5 o’clock, where the remains lay in state 
till to-morrow afternoon, when the 7th regiment 
takes charge of them, aud leaves for Richmoud.
